Push Pay 
Raise Project 


The Alabama State Emplo- 
yees’ Association (ASEA) has . 
announced its legislative pro- 
gram for 1°75. According to 
Carlton E. Smith, Acting Ex- 
ecutive Director of ASEA they 
will be seeking the following 
in the May, 1975 legislature: 

A 15% salary increase ef- 
fective Oct, 1975 and a 10% 
raise October 1976 for all st- 
ate employees. 

Cost of living raises forall 
employees tied to the 
U. S. Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index which 
would provide that all state 
employees would receive'a one 
step pay raise automatically 
when the Price Index rises 3% 
and remains at that level or 
higher for three consecutive 
months. 

To provide for longevity 
pay for employees with over 
seven (7) years continuous 
service with the state as fol- 
lows: 

7-10 years of service-$100.00 
Over 10 years service-$200.00 

This would be paid annually 
on the first pay day in De- 
cember. 

Raise the retirement com- 
putation formula from its pre- 
sent 1.75% to 2.0125%. 

Provide for full retirement 
for those state employees with 
30 years service regardless of 
age. 

This legislative program 
was drafted from resolutions 
that passed the ASEA Conven- 
tion in February 1974.

CARE OF WOODEN UTENSILS 


A little care can mean long 
er life and beauty for your 
wooden utensils and Serving 
pieces Clean your wooden 
ware thoroughly and let it dry 
completely. Then rub several 
coats of vegetable oil into the 
finish and let the oil dry Re- 
peat this oil treatment every 
four to six months 

After using any wooden 
utensil wash it quickly in soapy 
water. If wooden salad bowls 
or rolling pins are soaked too 
long, they can crack, swell or 
warp. So, rinse and wipethem 
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immediately. Then let them 
air dry completely before stor- 
ing them 

To avoid scratching or 
marring the finish, don't let 
food dry on any wooden arti 
cle. Clean your woodenware 
immediately after use. And for 
a smooth, clean cutting board, 
rub the surface with fine sand 
paper occasionally to remove 
knife-mark ridges where bac 
teria could grow

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama at the Reg- 


ular Session 1°73 ordered an 


election to be held by the qual- 
ified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Con 
Stitution of Alabama 
Said amendment is herein set 


out, and ordered that the said 
election be held on the date of 


the general election next suc- 
ceeding the final adjournment 


of the Regular Session of the 


Legislature of 1°73; and 
WHEREAS, the date of the 
general election next succeed- 
ing the final adjournment of 
the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 
1°73, will be and occur on 


November 5, 1°74; and 
WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the 
proposed amendment is re- 
quired by law and by the pro- 
visions Of the act submitting 
the amendment to be given by 
4 proclamation of the Gover- 
nor to be published in each 


county in the State of Alabama 
for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed 
for the election; 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, 
George C. Wallace, as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on 
Tuesday the 5th day of No - 
ember 1974, an election will 
be held at the several pol- 
ling places within the State of 
Alabama in the manner and 
form provided by law uponthe 
following proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 190]: 

“‘(a) Any provision of the 
Constitution and laws of the 
State of Alabama to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, the City 
of Mountain Brook, in Jeffer- 
son County, shall have, in ad- 
dition to the power to levy and 
collect ad valorem tax each 
year at the rate authorized 
immediately prior to the adop- 
tion of this amendment, the 
further power to levy and col- 
lect each year an additional 
tax of three-fourths of one 
per centum based upon the 
value of the property therein 
as fixed for state taxation. 
No such additional tax of 
three-fourths of one per cent- 
um shall be levied under the 
authority of this Amendment 
unless a majority of the qua- 
lified electors of said muni- 
cipal corporation voting inthe 
election on the adoption of this 
amendment shall vote for such 
adoption, provided that if the 
majority of the qualified elect- 
ors of the said municipal cor- 
poration voting in the said 
election should not vote in 
favor of such adoption, or if 
the majority of the qualified 

lectors of the said municipal 
ferporaiion at any election 
ubsequently called under the 
authority of this amendment 
should not vate in favor of the 
levy of the aid additional 
tax at an electitg so called, 
the governing body: ofthe said 
municipal corporation may 
call other elections hereunder 
on the question of the levy of 
said tax without further act 
Of the legislature, but not more 
than one such election shall 
be held during any period of 
twenty-four consecutive mon- 
ths. 

“(b) Any provision of the 
Constitution of Alabama tothe 
contrary notwithstanding, the 
City of Mountain Brook, in 
Jefferson County, shall have 
in addition to the power to 
levy and collect ad valorem tax 
each year at the rate author- 
ized immediately prior to the 
adoption of this Amendment, 
the further power to increase 
the rate at which ad valorem 
taxes are levied by said muni- 
cipal corporation above the 
limit now provided inthe Con- 
stitution provided that the pro- 
posed increase shall have been 
(1) proposed by.the governing 
body of the said municipal 
corporation after a public 
hearing on such proposal. 
(2) thereafter approved by an 
act of the legislature ‘and 
(3) subsequently approved bya 
majority vote of the qualified 
electors of the said municipal 
corporation who vote on the 
proposal. Section 217 (h) of 
the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 as amended providing 
that ad valorem taxes in the 
aggregate levied by all taxing 
authorities shall never exceed 
1-1/2% of the fair and reason- 
able market value ofthe prop- 
erty in any one taxable year 
Shall not apply to property in 
the city limits of said muni- 
cipal corporation provided 
that ad valorem taxes levied 
by the governing body of said 
municipal corporation shall 
never exceed 1-1/2 of the fair 
and reasonable market value 
of the property in any one 
taxable year.

Care Rushes 


Aid To 
Honduras 


In response to urgent re- 
quest telephoned from Teyuci- 
galta via Jerry Lewis, CARE 
Country Director in Honduras, 
this international aid agency 
which had begun distributing 
food to hurricane refugees the 
day after the storm struck, 
has undertaken to rush an ad- 
ditional $237,000 worth of food 
and medicines to the helpless 
victims 

Arrangements are being 
made by CARE to air-lift from 
the United States 2,000 cases 
of nutritious biscuits, 4,200 
cases oO! ready to eat pudding 
1,000 cases of carbohydrate 
supplement, and other foods 
as well us 100 cases of medi- 
cal kits, 

CARE, which has an on- 
going child-feeding, self-help 
development and medical aid 
program in Honduras, was able 
to swing into immediate relief 
action, there On September 
1°, the day after the storm, 
thousands of pounds of food ° 
and utensils were issued to 
1,200 refugees gathered in the 
stadium in San Pedro Sula 

Since then, all told, CARE 
staff in Honduras has made 
available, from its regular 
child-feeding and emergency 
stocks, hundreds of sacks of 
milk-powder and wheat-soya- 
blend and cases of oil; also, 
some 8,500 pounds of flour to 
be baked into bread and dis- 
tributed as well as 500 cases 
of nourishing biscuits. These 
are being rushed by truck or 
airlift to various areas sorely 
affected by the hurricane and 
flooding rivers, 

Descrihing the devastation 
in once bustling San Pedro 
Sula, CARE’s Jerry Lewis 
said: “Residents told me the 
whole city of 130,000 people 
spent the first night after the 
hurricane cold,dark and in sil- 
ence, the only sounds being the 
children crying, the rain fall- 
ing,and the raging wind and 
flood waters. 

Now the streets are full of 
blown down trees, tin roofing 
and other debris from destr- 
oyed homes. People are wan- 
dering about dazed. Many 
small children shiver in the 
Streets, clutching a toy which 
probably was the only posses- 
sion they saved as they were 
rushed out of their homes.” 

Frank L. Goffio, CARE 
Executive Director, issued an 
appeal for funds for continuing 
crucial emergency aid to the 
victims and for vital rehabi- 
litation and reconstruction.
